BACKING THE BOOKSELLER.—L 


THE course of action pursued by the Mac- 
millan Company in this country and in 
Canada, in their dealings with libraries and 
certain other possible customers for miscel- 
laneous books not engaged in the retail trade, 
—-with certain exceptions, such, for example, 
as those interested in school books, which un- 
fortunately is a special branch of the publish- 
ing business—to which reference was made 
some weeks since, if consistently followed 
by the whole publishing trade, would do 
much towards the rehabilitation of the 
bookseller. It is as true to-day as it was 
in the days of the Apostles, that “if a house 
be divided against itself, that house cannot 
stand;” in other words, a publisher must 
make and publish books, and the bookseller 
must promote a demand for them and distrib- 
ute them among the public. The publisher 
cannot—unless the publishing is restricted to 
a few special books—combine the functions 
of a distributor with those of a publisher with- 
out injury to either one or the other of these 
functions; and even in the exceptional cases 
we have in mind, the publisher of a few spe- 
cial books would fare better if his books were 
handled through an alert and enterprising 
retail trade than he does by attempting their 
distribution himself, 

In almost every other country the booktrade 
is generally divided into four divisions after 
the manuscript has left the author, namely, 
the printer, the bookbinder, the publisher and 
the retailer. Even in the cases where the 


foreign publisher is also a manufacturer, a 
perfectly natural combination, no other agent 
is allowed to interpose between the publisher 
and the bookseller, the supply of books in 
every case being direct from the publisher to 
the bookseller and from the bookseller to the 
public. It must be clear to even the densest 
observer that this division is an eminentiy ra- 
tional and economical one. The German pub- 
lisher, for example, in planning a book is able 
to estimate approximately what the possible 
cemand for it may be, and he need not, there- 
fore, dissipate his time, strength and capital 
in marketing it. For this service the pub- 
lisher is able to rely upon well-organized and 
efficient channels of distribution—the more 
than 10,000 booksellers established in about 
2000 cities and towns in Germany, Austria 
and Switzerland, and, if desired, he may put 
himself into communication with nearly 1200 
more booksellers who handle German books 
in upwards of 300 cities and towns in the 
other countries of Europe, in America, Africa, 
Asia and Australia. It is sufficient for the 
publisher that he notifies the bookseller of 
his new publications through their trade 
journal, with its paraphernalia of order slips, 
etc., and the bookseller, who is expected, 
either personally or by proxy, to study his 
trade journal carefully, may day by day keep 
himself fully informed of the movements of 
the publishing trade; indeed, as ignorance of 
the law is no excuse, the publisher entrusts 
even his most important announcements to 
his trade journal, well aware that it will 
command attention. In exceptional cases 
only does the publisher address also the pub- 
lic on behalf of his books through the me- 
dium of the newspaper or magazine, or by 
means of circulars; but it is hardly necessary 
to add that no publisher would think of 
dealing directly with the book-buying public, 
whether public institutions or private buyers, 
and that to solicit such patronage would be 
anathema. There are some exceptions, but 
these would hardly prove the rule. 

The conditions in this country, as our read- 
ers ate well aware, are vastly different, and 
from some of them the retail booktrade has 
weakened and suffered for years. Realizing 
how difficult it would be to bring about a 
change, and how long a time would be con- 
sumed in the process, many able booksellers 
during the past two decades have given up the 
struggle and have turned their hands to other 
and more profitable callings. 

The organization of the booktrade as we 
krow it to-day is a heritage of its beginnings. 
When printing was first introduced into the 
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American colonies the printer, naturally, was 
also the bookseller. Foreign books were 
occasionally brought into this country and 
sold by the importer oi miscellaneous goods, 
including “Dutch oil cloths,” “hair seating,” 
cutlery and articles of “bigotry and virtue.” 
It was not until early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury that publishing and bookselling were 
differentiated, and even then a large number 
of publishers continued to manufacture, and 
the bookseller divided his attentién between 
the selling of books and the making of inks 
and blank books and the selling of the primi- 
tive articles now included under the compre- 
hensive designation of “stationery.” 

The printer-publisher, while welcoming the 
division of labor, nevertheless could not sub- 
due his hankering after orders from public 
and private institutions, colleges, schools, Ji- 
braries and others, and so he added a so-called 
jobbing adjunct to his publishing business. 
After years of experimenting with such job- 
bing departments, the publishing houses that 
maintained them found them unprofitable and 
eliminated them altogether, or, 1n some cases, 
readjusted them so as to become retail stores 
proper, including mail order and library sup- 
ply departments. The skimming of the 
cream of the booksellers’ constituency through 
these adjuncts of the publisher’s business 
continued until the advent of the cheap 
libraries in the early eighties, when the 
department store also rose to trouble the 
bookseller. At that time many of the abler 
booksellers turned their backs on the profes- 
sion, and a number of the weaker ones went 
to the wall, leaving the trade at almost low ebb. 
Failing to perceive that one of the principal 
causes of the decay of the retail trade was the 
competition of the publisher with the retailer 
for what should be to the bookseller his prin- 
cipal support, the publisher still more dislo- 
cated the methods of distribution by entering 
the bookseller’s local domain, and, by large 
and reiterated advertising, undermined even 
this last mainstay of the bookseller by sclicit- 
ing orders from the public and supplying their 
books direct through their mail-order depart- 
ments. It is indeed a wonder that so many 
booksellers had the courage to endure, even 
though to exist they were obliged to give 
the greater part of their time to the distri- 
bution of other lines in which a better living 
was made possible. 

As the years went by, and the retail book- 
trade became still more decimated, discour- 
aged and disorganized, the publisher, of neces- 
sity, was obliged more and more to undertake 
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the direct marketing of his books to the public 
himself. The school-book trade, once a yery 
profitable source of income to the bookselle- 
was the first to isolate itself, and it is now cars 
ried on at a tremendous expense to the pub 
lisher. Next, the publishers of law and med 
ical books undertook to reach their public 
by the cumbersome and wasteful colportage 
system, by which method, also, many other 
special and high-priced books were marketed 

To market the miscellaneous books. es. 
pecially the more popular ones, such as fiction, 
the publisher has been compelled to strain 
every nerve, and to expend sums for advertis 
ing of all kinds out of all proportion, it would 
seem, to the results~attained. So great has 
been the waste in this direction that many 
publishers frankly admit that there is small 
profit in publishing miscellaneous books, and 
that the frequent failures in publishing fiction 
too closely balance the profit carned by the big 
sellers. 


A GERMAN VIEW OF COPYRIGHT IN 
RELATION TO UNDERSELLING 


SIMULTANEOUSLY with the decisions ren 
dered in the suits of the Bobbs-Merrill Com 
pany and Charles Scribner‘s Sons against 
the Macy’s, the German Imperial Court, th 
final judicial authority, rendered similar de 
cisions in the suit brought by the publishing 
firm Union, of Leipzig, against Hermann 
Schmoller, of Frankfurt-a.-M., for alleged vio- 
lation of the copyright law by cutting the 
prices of its books, and in the suit brought by 
Albert Koenig, of Guben, against the firm of 
Jandorf, a department store in Berlin, to de 
cide the question whether an author, under 
the provisions of the German copyright law, 
can compel a third party to mainiain the 
price of his book. 

When the suit of the Union against Schmo! 
ler was brought before the County Court ot 
Fiankfurt-a.-M., the court decided against 
the defendant on the ground that “a viola 
tion of copyright is possible even if the of 
fense does not consist in an actual reprinting 
of the book. The author, and the publisher 
also, may prohibit the underselling of their 
beok, and they may also determine the pricc 
at which their book must be sold in different 
localities. After the plaintiff had warned the 
defendant against selling his book below the 
price fixed, defendant by disregarding sucli 
warning rendered himself liable, because the 
sale of a book is equivalent to publishing 
The defendant in this instance was fined 100 
marks. The Imperial Court, on the contrary. 
was of the opinion that the copyright law «id 
not apply to this case and found for the de- 
fendant, with costs. 

In the suit brought by Albert Koenig 
against Jandorf the plaintiff declared that h 
had made contracts with the retail book 
trade to maintain the price of his “Kursbuch™ 
at 50 pfg., but that the defendant had probably 
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obtained its books either surreptitiously or 
through a dealer who violated his contract. 
Plaintiff, to discover the source of defendant's 
supply, then matked each of his books with a 
number, which number being affixed to a cor- 
ner of the fly-leaf was clipped off by the de- 
fcndant. Plaintiff therefore brought suit to 
protect himself. The County Court of Berlin 
dismissed the suit, and was sustained in its 
decision by the Supreme Court of Judicature 
on the following grounds: Copyright is in- 
tended to protect the author against unau- 
thorized use of his work, that is, by reprinting 
it either in part or entire, and against a breach 
of contract between the originator of a work 
«nd the first purchaser. Such protection, how- 
ever, could not be extended to an article after 
‘+ has once been sold. It was also denied that 
the underselling of an article was an offense 
against morals, [Gute Sitten, as provided for 
in the Gesetzbuch,] because such’ practice is 
uctial among merchants. If the defendant had 
obtained its books rightfully it was at liberty 
to dispose of them in whatever manner it 
chose, plaintiff having been unable to prove 
in what manner defendant had obtained its 
hooks. Koenig appealed to the Imperial 
Court, which, however, upheld the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, holding that there was 
no ground either in the organic law or the 
laws of the German empire upon which to 
enjoin the defendant against selling its books 
in any other manner than that prescribed by 
the plaintiff. A so-called absolute right in a 
publication that extended to every copy made 
of it the court considered neither conceivable 
nor feasible. An appeal to the patent law, 
the court held, also could not apply, because 
the inventor is only protected against an un- 
authorized reproduction of his invention, and 
cannot control the manufactured: article after 
he has sold it. 


CONGRESS TO INVESTIGATE SEC- 
OND CLASS MAIL MATTER. 


Concress in its bill of appropriation for the 
service of the Post-Office Department for the 
ensuing fiscal year, introduced the following 
provision: 

“That there shall be appointed a joint com- 
mission of Congress, consisting of three Sen- 
ators, to be appointed by the President of the

otherwise, to Congress its findings and recom- 
mendations regarding the second class of mail 
matter, The said joint commission shall have 
Power to employ clerks and stenographers, 
administer oaths, send for persons and pa- 
pers, and do all things necessary for the car- 
‘ying out of its objects. For the payment of 
such actual and necessary expenses as may be 
neuen by the said joint commission in trav- 
cling and for the rental of quarters, printing 
and other miscellaneous expenses of the joint 
ee the sum of twenty-five thousand 
sae is panes appropriated out of any 
oetatea in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
thaw? t0 be paid out on the order of the 

airman of the joint commission.”

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


PERFORATED MUSIC SHEETS NOT IN- 
FRINGEMENT OF COPYRIGHT. 


THE United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has unanimously affirmed the decision 
of the United States Circuit Court, rendered 
by Judge Hazel, who declared that perforatel 
music sheets or records used in connection 
with mechanism are not an infringement of 
copyrighted musical compositions. The de- 
cision of Judge Lacombe, Judges Townsend 
and Coxe concurring, as summed up in the 
New York Law Journal for July 6 is as 
follows: 

“The questions raised in these cases are of 
vast importance and involve far-reaching re- 
sults. They have been exhaustively discussed 
in the clear and forcible briefs and arguments 
of counsel. We are of the opinion that the 
rights sought to be protected by these suits 
belong to the same class as those covered by 
the specific provisions of the copyright stat- 
utes, and that the reasons which led to the 
passage of said statutes apply with great force 
to the protection of rights of copyright against 
such an appropriation of the fruits of an au 
thor’s conception as results from the acts of 
defendant. 

“But in view of the fact that the law of 
copyright is a creature of statute, and is no! 
declaratory of the common law, and that it 
confers distinct and limited rights, which did 
not exist at the common law, we are con- 
strained to hold that it must be strictly con 
strued, and that we are not at liberty to ex- 
tend its provisions, either by resort to equit- 
able considerations or to a strained interpreta- 
tion of the terms of the statute. 














“We are, therefore, of the opinion that a 
perforated paper roll, such as is manufactured 
by defendant, is not a copy of complainant’s 
staff notation for the following reasons: 

“It is not a copy in fact; it is not designed 
to be read or actually used in reading music 
as the criginal staff notation is, and the claim 
that it may be read, which is practically dis- 
proved by the great preponderance of evi- 
dence, even if true, would establish merely a 
theory or possibility of use, as distinguished 
from an actual use. The argument that be- 
cause the roll is a notation or record of the 
music it is, therefore, a copy, would apply to 
the disc of the phonograph or the barrel of 
the organ, which, it must be admitted, are not 
copies of the sheet music. The perforations 
in the rolls art not a varied form of symbols 
substituted for the symbols used by the au- 
thor. They are mere adjuncts of a valve 
mechanism in a machine. In fact, the ma- 
chine or music playing device is the thing 
which appropriates the author’s property and 
publishes it by producing the musical sounds, 
thus conveying the authcr’s composition to 
the public. 

“The decree is affirmed, with costs.” 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Jutes ApotpHe Bréton, the celebrated 
French painter, died in Paris, July 5. He 
was born in Courriéres, (Pas-de-Calais,) in 
May, 1827, and was a pupil of Drolling and 
Devigne. His best-known pictures are “The 
Return of the Harvesters,” “The Gleaners” 
and “The Communicants.” Bréton was also 
kt.own as a poet, and in 1890 he published his 
autobiography under the title of “Vie d’un 
Artiste—art et nature.” 


Dr. CHRISTOPHER CoLuMBUS LANGDELL, 
Lane professor of law emeritus at Harvard 
University, died in Cambridge, Mass., July 
6. Dr. Langdell was born in Hillsborough 
County, N. H.. May 22, 1826. He studied at 
Harvard in 1848 and 1849, and then, after 
teaching a time, took a course at the Harvard 
Law School, from which he was graduated in 
1853. He practiced his profession in Cambridge 
until 1870, when he was elected Dane profes- 
sor of law and dean of the law faculty at 
Harvard. His books include “Selection of 
Cases on the Law of Contracts,” “Cases on 
Sales,” “Summary of Law of Contracts and 
Equity Pleading,” and “Cases in Equity 
Pleading.” 

WILLIAM BALLANTYNE, one of the oldest 
booksellers in Washington, D. C., died on 
July 7, at his summer home in Siasconset, 
Mass. Mr. Ballantyne was born in Scotland 
seventy-nine years ago and came to New 
York when a young man, settling in the book 
business on his own account. Acting upon 
the advice of Robert Carter he went to Wash- 
ington, in 1852, and became a member of the 
firm of Gray & Ballantyne. Mr. Gray re- 
tired a few years later, and Mr. Ballantyne 
continued the business under his own name 
until April, 1878, when his eldest son, Robert 
Carter Ballantyne, was admitted as a partner 
and the firm became William Ballantyne & 
Son. When the younger son, William Ballan- 
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tyne, Jr., became a partner, the firm name was 
changed to William Ballantyne & Sons. Th, 
firm, which does a large trade in books and 
stationery, has been for many years located at 
428 Seventh Street. During the last five or 
six years Mr. Ballantyne has not been very ac- 
tive in business on account of failing health, 
but when in the city was almost always at his 
desk for a couple of hours daily. He is sur- 
vived by two sons, his associates in business, 
and by a daughter.
